fron the moment of the Reichstag 
session, is a leading subject of discussion in 
Germany, and will remain so for some time 
to come, i 

Apart from sentimental considerations, there 
are many Germans who think that. yet another 
change is as much of a mistake for inter- 
national reasons as the Republican change of 
1918 was often felt to be, althongh “he 
Republicans restored the much older. black- 
white-gold in place of the black-white-red. 

Incidentally they did at least leave the 
black-white-red with a small Republican 
canton as the Mercantile ensign ‘and with 
Iron Cross superimposed as the war flag. 

Deep-rooted feelings. and’ attachments to 
tradition will undoubtedly. prevent many 
Germans of the older generation for the, rest 
of their lives from accepting the Swastika 
in their hearts; nor is the resentment confined 
to the older generation... Many younger 
Germans, good National-Socialists, who grew 
up still partly in the shadow of the black- 
white-red which their fathers and grand- 
fathers served, and were even encouraged 
by their own movement to yearn for its 
full restoration, learned of the Nuremberg 
change with heavy hearts. 

Their own Fuhrer, after all, restored it 
fully as the national flag after the revolu- 
tion of 1933, and only established the 
Swastika in the status of equality known 
in military rank comparisons as '“ with but 
after.” 

As for the fighting services, the change 
has come as a serious blow to them, even to 
officers who have not hesitated to do their 
best to co-operate and fit the services into 
the new Nationalist Socialist Germany in 
what they considered the national interest. 

In the emotional patriotic atmosphere of 
Nuremberg, however, the precipitaic change 
was apparently accepted with resignation as 
part of the price which has to be paid for a 
revolution that is felt to have done so much 
in such a short time towards restoring German 
national strength and independence. 

The sacrifice is, after all, not so funda- 
mental.as it might seem, for the services 
have already for some time worn the winged 
Swastika emblem on the right breast of their 
uniforms.

APPROVAL OF MR. DE 
VALERA’S SPEECH 


— 


Sir Walter Townley, in a letter to 
The Times to-day, written from Lismore 
Co. Waterford, says:—Mr. de Valera, in his 
recent striking speech at Geneva, put forward 
a suggestion which is as original as it is 
apposite—namely, that a Peace Conference 
should be held before the war which appears 
to be imminent between Abyssinia and Italy 
becomes a fact. Such a war can have onl) 
one of two results—the crushing of Abyssinia 
in a few weeks, a few months, or a year or 
two; or else in crushing Italy by the com 
bined action of such of the Powers, parties 
to the League of Nations’ Convention, as may 
decide to implement their word, pledge: 
when the League came into existence, with 
all that such support might entail. In either 
case, the loss of life and the financial ani 
economical losses will be appalling, and just 
at a moment when I think it would be fai: 
to say that. the world shows some definite 
sign of recovery from. the disasters of 1914 


The League of Nations has failed in its 
main object—the prevention of war—as it 
was destined from its inception to fail the 
moment that one of the great Powers of the 
world refused to accept its limitation of its 
aims or ambitions. Itaiy at Corfu, Japan in 
Manchuria and Manchukuo, and Germany in 
her military measures, have shown previous!) 
that this would happen. Moreover, a League 
of Nations without Germany, Japan, or the 
United States has lost its status, and can no 
longer be held to represent the interests of 
the world. 

All statesmen of the world vie with each 
other, whether it be at Geneva, Washington, 
Berlin, Tokyo, or Reme, in asserting their 
earnest desire for peace. Why, then, should 
they not prove their assurances by consenting 
to a Peace Conference, at which all concerned 
could be represented and at which all the 
questions which are actually threatening the 
peace of the world could be thrashed out 
amicably, and, it is to be hoped, settle peace 
fully, without resorting to the horrors of a 
new war, which would destroy civilisation?

_ The matter arose at the last monthly meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee, when a letter 
from the Department of Industry and Coni- 
merce refusing the issue of @ licence for the 
importation of bakers’ flour was 
the Finance Committee for report, presumably 
in order that a comparison might be made 
between the prices charged for lrish-milled 
flour and imported flour. 

The Committee, in the course of a report, 
stated that since the establishment of the 
bakeries in their two institutions nothing but 
Irish-milled flour had been used. It was pur- 
chased on am estimate. The lowest price 
quoted during the last twelve months was 
29s. 6d. a sack, or £11 16s. a ton, in January 
last. Since that date the price had been 
advancing steadily, and last month, when 
application had been made to the Minister 
for an import licence, the price of the Irish 
flour had increased to £15 4s. a ton. At the 
same time a 
a Liverpool firm for imported flour at 23s. 
a sack, free on quay, Dublin. Adding 6d. a 
sack to that figure for transport, the cost 
of imported flour was £9 8s. a ton, or £5 16s. 
under the price of Irish-milled flour. 


£2.462 A YEAR 


In the present month the price of Irish 
flour was reduced to £14 16s. a ton. The 
Committee’s purchases of bakers’ flour during 
the last twelve months amounted to 456 tons, 
and the excess cost of Irish over imported 
flour, taking this month’s reduced price as 
a basis for comparison, would represent a 
total of £2,462 in their annual expenditure. 
Flour imported from England is not subject 
to the levy of 4s. 6d. a sack, or 36s. a ton, 
charged on flour used for home consumption 
in England. 

During the last twelve months, and until 
August 1, Irish millers were com to use 
only 10 per cent.: home-grown wheat, so that 
the price paid for it could not have been 
the factor mainly responsible for the high 
cost of Irish-milled flour, For the coming 
year 25 per cent. home-grown wheat must be 
used, but even still Imsh flour will contain 
about 75 per cent. foreign in, which 
presumably should be obtainable almost at 
the same price in Dublin as in Liverpool.. To 
the man in the street it would appear that 
the higher price pavers for the Tá per eenf. 
Irish grain hardly could be responsible fór 
an increase of 52 per cent, in the price cf 
Irish over imported flour. Within the last 
week there had been a substantial increaso 
in the ye of flour ail over the world. 

Mr, J. J. Doyle, Chief Clerk, reported that 
for the first time in many years the number 
of patients in the hospital showed a decrease. 
The total number of patients is 3,615, cf 
whom 2,038 are in Grangegorman and 1,577 
in Portrane.

Mr. Condon said that the idea was that the 
Board should concentrate on an extension 
campaign of public health generally. The im- 
munisation scheme was only a part of the 
general programme which they had in mind. 
Diphtheria was the most serious form of 
infectious disease that threatened the country, 
and stress should be laid on the radical dif- 
ference that existed between immunisation 
and vaccination for small-pox. 

Mr. Henery stressed the necessity for 
playing-grounds attached to schools. 

Dr. O'Higgins said that the Local Govern- 
ment Department had asked all County 
Medical Officers of Health to report on all 
schools as regards each playground and un- 
satisfactory sanitary conditions. He thought 
the Department of Education was moving in 
the matter of provision of playing-grounds. 
The Board decided to ask the Department's 
sanction to the adoption of an immunisation 
scheme.

TACKLING THE PROBLEM 
OF BARNACLES 


MONG the most interesting technical 
A innovations of nm science are the 
and most active of which is un- 
doubtedly the one situated at Hamburg. It 
was completed early m 1914, shortly olden 
the outbreak of the War, and consists solely 
of a research and testing institution whose 
object is the technical vement of marine 
transportation by developing better con- 
structed vessels havi most economical 
motor power. This object is attained through 
the medium of tests made with miniature 
models. From a scientific standpo 
work of this experiment station is notable 
for its continued success in exploring deeper 
and deeper into the physico-mechanical effects 
of water masses on ships and ships’ pro- 
pellers. with a view to being able to cope with 
and explain in scientific terms the phenomena 
that are presented. 


PARAFFINE MOULDS 


Models: of new ships, whose construction 
has been plannéd, are cast in paraffine moulds, 
generally from five to ten metres in length, 
and, with the aid of a specially adapted mill. 
ig machine. are turned out with the minutest 
accuracy. The finished models are first taken 
into a so-called ‘‘trimming tank,” where they 
are ballasted up to the point at which the 
desired amount of displacement is reached, 
and the tests can then proceed, Very delicate 
balance needles determine the correct lode 
water-line to within one-tenth of a 
millimetre. Having now been trimmed 
as to water-line, the model, held from 
above by an assaying cradic, is attached 
to a resistance dynamometer, and so 
drawn through the tow-basin, in order to 


a 


| determine the exact net resistance. This re- 


sistance quotient is increased with each trial 
trip to correspond with the speed capacity 
limits which it is intended that the vessel 
shall have. If the resistance conditions so 
measured are considered satisfactory the rext 
test is generally one to determine the -ffects 
of the water pressure on the stern of the 
ship, as this plays a most important 
part in the question of the construction 
of the propellers. The propellers themselves 
(ships’ screws) are made of white metal (an 
alloy of lead and tin) or aluminum alloy, or 
sometimes of bronze, and are cast in eo 
moulds. They are then given the desired 
shape, with the aid of a special machine for 
milling propellers. A measuring device tests 
the accuracy of the propellers. - 


EFFICIENCY TESTS - 


For the efficiency requirements tests, during 
which the model is propelled by its own 
power, various instruments from the experi- 
ment station are installed in the model for 
the measuring of shear, degree of pitch, and 
number of screw revolutions. In _ these 
efficiency tests the assaying scales are only 
used for observation purposes; the model 
itself sails free. According to the laws of 
comparative mechanics, the efficiency values 
shown by these models make possible an 
exact calculation of the efficiency of the large 
ship which is to be built. In order to be 
able to study ali the ship’s peculiarities, the 
Hamburg Shipbuilding ‘Experiment Station 
has also ara ge wave-making apparatus, 
which can produce in miniature every sort of 
sea-way with the height, length and 
distance between waves. In_ this way 
it is possible to observe the time lost 
by a ship in various kinds of sea-way, Ad 
well as to record her tendency to pitch atid 
roll, and whether she is easy to navigate, 
The above described’ tests are usually con- 
fined to the larger cases. The efficiency of 
the i ay a is measured by a small assay- 
ing scale, 

Thanks to its equipment of modern water 
tanks and other apparatus, the Shipbuilding 
Experiment Station is in a position to devote 
itself in large measure to working out new 
problems which the. -speeding-up of trans- 
ortation have brought to, the front. These 
atest researches are largely concerned with 
the problem of ‘‘ cavitation’’ of pee re- 
volving propellers, and also the possibility 
of increasing the ship’s speed by lengthening 
the bow. Evidence of the extraordinary 
success attending the alteration mentioned 1s 
to be found in the records of the German 
steamers Deutschland, Hamburg, * Albert 
Ballin, etc. These and other important 
innovations in the way of ships began their 
victorious voyages over the earth in the 
Hamburg Experiment Station. 


“ CAVITATION " 


For the study of this “ cavitation ’’ question 
—cavitation meaning the forming of a natura! 
vacuum around the propellers—and which is 
becoming one ofthe most serious problems in 
modern navigation, the station has a ring- 
shaped canal at its disposal. Inasmuch as at 
present almost all propellers are inclined to 
create this form of vacuum, with its attendant 
disturbance of the ship’s headway, through. 
damaged propeller blades, noise and vibration, 
the propeller models at the Experiment Station 
are examined as to this tendency, being first 
ut at low speed, and thereafter propeller 
blades are designed which will tend to do 
away with these symptoms. 

Together with the tests that are being made 
for ocean traffic, there dre also important ex- 
periments being carried on which have to do 
with inland navigation, in still water and in 
river currents. For this purpose the Experi- 
ment Station has in their regular towing 
basin an adjustable bottom, which can be set 
for any desired. water depth, and the models 
tested accordingly. A second basin is used 
for special tests, and can be fitted out with 
shoals, sand-dunes, bridge-piers, cliffs and 
waterfalls. By means of pumps the prevail- 
ing strength of the river current is reproduced. 
The efficiency of these is so great that for 
the actual current velocities, adequately 
large sized models may be used for the tests. 
This important question of strong current in 
narrow channels has of late put heavy de- 
mands on river ship construction and _ tech- 
nique, due in part to the substitution of 
self-propelling craft for the earlier tow barges 
The reason for this is that the ‘velocity ‘of 
the single vessel. or the tow. is considerably 
cut down by the current, especially at rapids 
and bridge-piers. Also on account of the 
frequency of collisions im canals, etc., a syste- 
matic study of pressure and undertow 
conditions when vessels are passing one an- 
other. is called for. The principal task of 


in the field of inland navigation, is still the 
development of the best type of river -boat 
and the most economical propelling power. 
It is a problem, moreover, that varies with 
every different waterway and depth. 


OTHER TESTS 


For the experiments with hydroplanes 
and airplane rafts, there is a towing basin 
for high speed tests, im which, beside the 
resistance and momentum calculations, tests 
are made covering tlé whole question of 
the start at constant and at free angles 
of approach. together with the stability 
and. seaworthiness of the plane in 
starting and Janding — in rough 
and smooth water. For this purpose the 
Experiment Station has constructed its own 
special -calculating instruments, which have 
been developed to a high stage of perfection. 
Further, the E och sat aa ae: a 
special group of experts to make trial trips, 
pagan J test calculations are made with 
instruments also constructed by the H.8.V.A. 
The results of the tests made on these trips 
during the’ past year on some of the fastest 
ships in the world’s fleets, such as the Cap.

New Tramcars 


I hear that the new stream-lined tram- 
cars in Belfast are the subject of much 
unfavourable comment at present.

has to do with headlights in particular, 
and with motorists in general, I 


that most motorists nowadays have learned 
the wisdom of “ dipping ' when approach- 


ing oncoming traffic at night; but I hav 
also just found out that not five out o 
ten motorists have ever tested the efficacy 


of their own dipping system. I found it 


out in this way. A friend was always 
complaining bitterly to me that when 
some cars “ dip” or “ dim ” their lights 
it really makes so little difference as to be 
useless. The other night I passed him on 
the road we both use almost daily, and 
just recognised his car as it flew by—we 
were going in opposite directions. And I 
had just been growling to myself, before 
I knew who it was, that "' the fellow may 
think he’s dimming, but A.B. (meaning 
the friend in question) is quite right—it 
makes no difference.” This is a matter 
that can only be corrected by constant 
propaganda, of which in the Free State 
we have virtually none. I suggest to 
motorist readers of this diary that they 
might find it very illuminating—I mean 
to be sarcastic!—to see for themselves 
how their own dimming system works 
before complaining about that of other 
‘travellers. 
As for the man who thinks he is being 
helpful by extinguishing his near light 
and leaving the other blazing like One- 
eyed Balor of the old Irish legend. . .

ITALY AND ABYSSINIA 


A MISSIONARY’S APPEAL TO 
CHRISTIANS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Si,—I cannot claim membership in any 


of no known “‘ism’’ save that of belonging 
to a religious sect which has for centuries 
had for its motto: ‘‘The friend of all and 
the enemy of none.” It has always been my 
hearty desire to co-operate with Catholics and 
Protestants for the good of all. Like millions 
more, I long for peace in the world, My 
appeal.is based on (a) the convictions that 
no lasting peace can be won which deprives 
Abyssinia of her rights; and (b) that it is 
the present and urgent duty of every Christian 
in every country to rise up and work tooth 
and nail, so that this black nation may have 
its integrity preserved. 

“Gentlemen, I direct your attention to 
Africa,” said Livingstone, the African’s 
friend, long ago. If he were alive to-day 
that great lover of Africa would say. 
“Christians, I direct your attention ‘tv 
Abyssinia,” 

Leaving questions of imperialism . and 
national intrigue aside, the one blatant 
terrible fact stands out that Italy, a huge 
so-called Christian nation, with 10,000,000 
fighting men (if Mussolini’s boast is anywhere 
near the mark), is on the point of over- 
running a small black nation. Why must 
we wait till hostilities break out to arouse 
the conscience of all Christians and all honest 
folk in every nation? Now is the time for 
ecclesiastics and Churches and worthy laymen 
to pray and act and sweat while it may he 
possible for peare to be preserved and the 
white man’s righteousness to be vindicated. 
We know Churches are praying, thank God, 
and we have heard vertain appeals for peace ; 
but we believe that there is immense talent 
and energy in the ranks of all the Churches 
which could help tremendously, even at this 
late hour, in winning many Christian nations 
to such collective action as would banish the 
possibility of war on Abyssinia, and at the 
same time maintain her integrity.

In the United States, 
however, life insurance has had a wide 
appeal among farmers, because they pur- 
chase large tracts of land through their 
banks, which, naturally, insist on insur- 
ance as a safeguard.for themselves.

This was a sound 
piece of legislation, affording the. public 
with some very necessary legal protection 
against irresponsible persons, who were 
neither insured nor had the wherewithal 
to pay any damages award that might be 
made against them in a civil court as the 
‘result of an action by an injured person. 
But third party insurance is hardly 
enough, and the sensible motorist covers 
himself fully with the protection of an 
“ All-in ” insurance policy. With Just a 
“ Third Party” cover the motorist him- 
self is unprotected. He may be a very 
careful driver, but an accident, due to 
road conditions or some other cause over 
which the driver has no control, may ,

Apart from an actual policy payable at 
death, there is another important policy 
which is growing in popularity—annuities. 
The purchase of an annuity from an in- 
surance company is a gound form of in- 
vestment and a. safeguard for old age. 
But all annuities are not payable in old 
age ; you can arrange one to be payable at 
whatever age you prefer. The far-sighted 
parent, realising this, takes steps to pro- 
vide his children with the capital they 
will require if they are to enter & pro- 
fession. This can be cone by means of 
an endowment policy maturing at the age 
at which the capital will be required. If, 
on reaching the age at which the policy 
matures, the money is not needed im- 
mediately the insured person may exercise 
a number of valuable options, such as 
arranging for the continued payment of 
premiums to obtain’an annuity later in 
life or convert the insurance into one on 
his or her life. 

The assurance requirements of the man 
of BO are somewhat different from those 
of the man of 91. If he is already in- 
sured, he will have made provision either 
for an endowment for himself or for the 
payment of..a.capital sum. at his death; 
but he may still be faced with the pro- 
blem of his own immediate future. As 
the end of his working life approaches, he 
has to consider how to make ends meet on 
a reduced income derived from invest- 
ments. In such a case, where a man has 
no need to provide capital for others on 
his death, the purchase of a life annuity 
is a good proposition. The particular 
circumstances of cases may differ; but 
where, for example, a man who does not 
find it necessary to make provision for a 
widow or children has taken out an endow- 
ment policy earlier in life, it may _ 
advantageous to convert this into a life 
annuity payable quarterly until his death. 
” There is feraib no end to the uses of 
life assurance, and one can confidently 
say that a policy exists which is suited to 
the particular requirements of every 
member of the community—male or 
female, young or old. Insurance is, in 
short, the simplest means of obtaining 


security and consolidating savings.

If you are 
wise you. wil] extend the scope of your 
policy, and make sure that it protects you 
against any loss, whether by accident, fire 
or theft, which your car may cause you 
if you try to save a few pounds a year on 
the insurance. 

Resides, if you are a careful driver— 
and a lucky one, for the accident is some- 
times ‘‘ the other fellow’s fault,’’ although 
the judge may think differently—you will 
get a rebate on your insurance premium 
for having no claims during the year. 
Economy by having a ‘‘no claims’’ bonus 
awarded you by the insurance company is 
much better than the false economy of not 
being adequately covered by insurance.

Between £100,000 and £200,000 is paid 
out in compensation to workmen every 
year, and this would be a strain on many 
employers if they had not taken precau- 
tions against such losses. Employers can 
obtain complete indemnity against their 
liabilities to employés and against legal 
expenses arising from employés’ claims. 


The whole problem of workmen’s com- 
pensation is a very complicated one, and 
the wise employer gets rid of a lot of worry

Dublin based a part of her case for their 
return on the fact that some of the pictures 
had been suffered to deteriorate in 
England, and promised that she would 
give them better treatment. How much 
force would this argument possess now? 
During the last few days we have printed 
statements by several prominent people, 
bearing witness to the fact that the 
Municipal Gallery of Modern Art is not 
secure from the attentions of vandals. 
When Dublin’s' excellent collection of 
modern pictures was transferred, two years 
ago, from its cramped quarters in Har- 
court street to a more worthy and impres- 
sive home. in Charlemont House, the 
change was hailed with general delight. 
Lovers of art declared that the city would 
be made aware of its treasure for the first 
time: that people who never had spared a 
glance for the Harcourt street gallery 
would flock to Charlemont House, and that 
the result would be not only an access of 
civic pride, but a notable improvement in 
public taste. Who could have foreseen 
that the pictures would be denied, in the 
new gallery, an immunity which they 
enjoyed in its predecessor? There, how- 
ever, as elsewhere, the hooligan has found 
scope for his beastliness.. One picture has 
suffered serious damage ; at least another is 
scarred, and several, as we gather, have 
served as a target for spits. It may be 
objected that we set too much store upon 
incidents of this kind. If so, our fault 
must be ascribed to pride in the capital 
city of the Free State, and to a desire 
that its amenities shall be regarded as 
sacred. Unless vandalism is checked, it 
increases and multiplies. The inevitable 
issue of such incidents, if they are per- 
mitted to recur, will be the closing of the 
gallery to the general public; and many 
decent people will suffer for the fault of a 
few. 

A normal person cannot readily under- 
stand the motive behind vandalistic actions 
of this kind. It has been suggested that 
they are performed as a protest against 
the inclusien of a few ‘‘ nudes’ among 
the pictures on view; but such a sugges- 
tion is almost incredible. We can assume 
only that the maltreatment of exhibits in 
the gallery is of a piece with the conduct 
of those youths who persistently tear up 
newly-planted trees, and is equally in- 
explicable. Such creatures exist in every 
community, but they are an _ especial 
nuisance in Ireland. Our State is new, 
and it is, perhaps, hardly fair to expect 
that the Free State should have evolved that 
quality which is called public opinion. Yet, 
if we ever are to make any real progress in 
decency, such a public opinion must be 
formed as rapidly as possible, It is our 
proud hope that Dublin soon will be fit to 
hold up her head among the world’s 
capitals;- that she will enjoy all the 
amenities of the most highly civilised 
cities, and that every citizen of the Free 
State will be able to look upon her with. 
conscious pride. In respect of public build- 
ings, of parks, of theatres, museums, 
picture galleries, places of entertainment 
generally, we hope that she will be 
equipped as well as any city of her size 
in the world. Before these things, how- 
ever, can be, her citizens must be fit for

POSSIBLE EMERGENCY 
MEETING 
—— 

An emergéncy summons to Parliament 


to meet at an earlier date than October 29 
is becoming increasingly likely, says the 


articles in the Covenant provides that, 
should any member of the League resort

MILITARY SANCTIONS 


The question discussed in the Free State 
is—‘* Will this country, in the event of 
the League deciding to impose military 
sanctions, have to contribute its quota of 
soldiers to the armed force which would 
try and uphold the League Covenants? ” 
The position, according to Government 
vpinion, is that, when the League decides 
to put sanctions into operation, it de- 
volves upon each member. of the League 
to decide in what form those sanctions 
should’ take. 
Under the League ‘ Blockade Com- 
mittee,”’ set up in 1931, the procedure is 
that only recommendations to the dif- 
ferent States are made, and each country 
is free absolutely to. employ sanctions in 
its own fashion. It is felt that should 
the League decide on military sanctions 
there will be established an international 
force in the nature of that which had 
charge of the situation in the Saar during 
the taking of the plebiscite there. In 
that instance only three nations contri- 
buted to the establishment of the force, 
and, while in an offensive against Italy 
greater resources would be necessary, it 
still would be open to the different League 
members to adopt their own methods,

THE CRISIS 


July of 1914 found the European situation 


critical. Cambon’s last hope was fixed in 
England. Would she intervene? If 
Britain would but give . ssurance 
on that *point, then all might yet be 
well, But the desired assurance did not 


come: and so, on July 30, Cambon, in his 
despairing telegram to the Quai d'Orsay, 
said:—‘‘I am struck by the scepticism of the 
public, especially at. Hamburg, as regards 
the intervention of Britain. Here the danger 
‘lies. I told Sir Edward Goschen (British 
Ambassador in Berlin) that a declaration re- 
garding the eventuality of attack against 


France might be made verbally, either oy 
Sir Edward Grey to Prince Jichnowsky, or 
by the British Ambassador to Von Jagow.” 

"On that very day Jules Cambon had to tell 
his Government that preparations for a 


German mobilisation had begun. 

Then came his telegram of July ól: 

“The British attitude is of a nature to 
lead to thé most terrible consequences. Only 
British intervention can move the Kaiser.”’ 

His brother Paul, then French Ambassador 
in Londen, was doing his utmost to induce 
Great Britain to take up a definite position ; 
but before the British ultimatum had been 
issued, M. Jules Cambon had left Berlin, and 
his country was at war with Germany. His 
final service was as President of the Council 
of Ambassadors, whose duty it was to see to 
the due execution of the provisions of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

M. Laval, Prime Minister of France, has 
sent his condolences to the family of M. 
Jules Cambon, and has dispatched a wreath, 
which wall be placed on the late Ambassador's 
coffin. 

The body will arrive in Paris from Lausanne 


to-morrow morning, and will be placed in the 
Church of St. Francois-Sales, where the 
Funeral Service is to be held on Monday morn- 
ing. After military honours have been 
rendered, the burial will take place in the 
family vault at Montparnasse Cemetery.

Continued uncertainty as to the interna-

MODERN METHODS OF - 


PRESERVATION 
"uh 


HILE many strategists deplore the de- 
WV pendence of Britain on food supplies 
from overseas, and point to the 
critical position created in the world war 
by the enemy’s submarine campaign in justi- 
fication of their view, (states a writer in 
Engineering), the fact. remains that imports 
of this class show a steady expansion. Apart 
from. its dangers in the event of war, how- 
ever, this tendency is all to the good, as it 
represents an increasing interchange of goods 
between this and other countries, the im- 
ports of foodstuffs being largely paid for by 
exported manufactured products. 

The actual increase may be illustrated by an 
example quoted by Sir Joseph G. Broodbank. 
Speaking ot. the Port of London, Sir Joseph 
mentioned that since 1910 the quantity of 
‘meat imported had more than doubled, butter 
had much more than trebled, and cheese had 
increased by 70 per cent. These, and similar 
increases for other ports, are mainly due to 
the progress made in the preservation of 
food during the voyage and after delivery in 
this country. As regards the latter, Sir 
Joseph pointed out that in the same period 
the capacity of public cold stores in the Port 
of London increased by about 60 sd cent. 

Preservation of foodstuffs during the 
voyage and after discharge at the port of 
delivery, however, only represents half the 
story of the conquest. by the engineer of the 
natural processes of decay. A considerable 
interval may elpase between the release of 
the goods from the port and their appearance 
on our tables; and it is in their preservation 
during this period that striking advances 
have recently been made. 


LATEST ADVANCES 


At the recent exhibition of freight rolling 
stock at Euston Station, arranged in connec- 
tion with the overseas legislative cS, iy 
several vans were to be, seen specially de- 
signed for the conyeyance of meat and fruit 
under the correct atmospheric conditions and 
temperatures, and the same.principles were 
in evidence applied to containers, of which 
the use ig ór ac extending in connection 
with foodstufis. A further stage in the 
process of preservation is represented by the 
refrigerators forming part of the equipment 
of the butcher's shop, and finally not infre- 
quently of the heres ey although it must 
be admitted that there is room for consider 
able further advances to be made in the two 
latter directions. 

As far as we know, no provision is ever 
made by the retail fruiterer to preserve hia 
oods while they remain on his premises, and 
bittchers’ shops in which the meat is exposed 
to contamina oe SOF to unsuitable tempera- 
tures are still all too common. Much of the 
research work carried out in the preservation 
of imported foodstuffs. has incidentally proved 
applicable to home-grown products and to 
fish caught in. home waters, so that the house- 
holder has secured a double advantage. Some

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THE PARIS AUTUMN COLLECTIONS 
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From Ovr Parts CorRESPONDENT. 


HE Paris collections of early Autumn 
showed their usual compromise be- 
tween models to wear at this moment and 
models designed for the first indications 
of Autumn. There is also an interesting 
mixture of southern clothes, with winter 
sports models, so that there is something 
for everybody. 

The most significant features of the 
collections with regard to the future were, 
first, the decided modifications of all the 
ideas given out at the previous mid-season 
collections; secondly, a general feminisa- 
tion of the mode as a whole; and, thirdly, 
a new ‘‘ peasant ” feeling that seem to be 
creeping into the modes. Let us take 
them in order. 

In the Summer collections the mode in 
general, while very rich and sumptuous, 
was heavily influenced by epochs of the 
past. There were models taken from the 
Middle Ages, models of Directoire and 
First Empire inspiration, robes-de-style, 
some of the eighteenth, others middle nine- 
teenth century, or even Second Empire, 
and a certain amount of inspiration from 
the late ’seventies, the ’eighties, and even 
the gay ‘nineties as well. All that has 
now been changed. The Moyen Age in- 


for the robe-de-style, while it still persists 
in several houses, it has been modified in 
its physical. proportion. 

By the feminisation of the mode I mean 
that sharp flares, straight lines, stiffness, 
and crispness generally, with stark neck- 
lines and tailored belts, are giving way to 
softer fullness, more flowing lines, greater 
use of flexible material, and to such acces- 
sories as laces and flowers with girdles and 
sashes galore.

A MARVELLOUS

strange shapes and their almost, un- 
real colouring, seem to belong to another 
world. . Geologists have found a scientific 
explanation for the unusual appearance of 
these mountains, but we prefer to believe, 
with the poets, that they are the gift of the 
gods, who seem to have for once forgotten 
their jealous feelings against the worldly 
happiness of mankind. These mountains have 
beon named after ‘the French geologist, 
Dolomieu, who analysed the formation of thet 
rocks. 
Next to flat-topped mountains, there are 
slender sky-piercing peaks of the most varying 
shapes, suggesting sometimes a_ gigantic 
candle, a sharp-edged blade, a dismantled 
castle, a tower, a pyramid, or even the 
grotesque work of some evil spirit. All the 
shades of coral, ranging from white to purple, 
compose a unique harmony of colours on the 
rocks, and at dusk the sun tinges the dolo- 
mites with a red glow, which slowly turns a 
pale pink hue; the highest peaks retain for a 
long time the lovely colouring of roses, while 
the shadows of the rocks vanish in the gaining 
darkness. 


CORTINA D’AMPEZZO 


The Town of Cortina d’Ampezzo, 4,000 feet 
above sea level, is most aptly known as the 
‘‘ Pearl of the Dolomites.’’ Italians are very 
proud of this town, which during recent years 
has greatly increased its popularity as a 
summer and winter resort. 
Cortina is also famous for its craftsmanship 
of inlaid works or tarsia. Its large, up-to-date 
hotels every year welcome innumerable 
visitors. Cortina is connected by a railroad 
with Brunico and Venice. From here 
one can follow the beautiful northern 
road, which Italians have always called 
the ‘‘German road,” and, through the moun- 
tain pass of the Tre Croci (6,000 feet), which 
once was the Austro-Italian frontier, one 
reaches the Lake of Misurina. This -lake, 
whose beauty has so often been praised, is 
surrounded by luxurious hotels. Yet. one 
almost regrets that its shores have been ex- 
ploited for the convenience of tourists. One 
would rather see it in its unspoiled wild 
beauty, set as a huge flat turquoise among 
silent woods and rich meadows. All around 
are the imposing mountains, with the Tre 
Cime di Lavaredo (9,000 feet), which look 
like a timple of a unique architectural beauty; 
it is an overwhelming sight of Nature's most 
striking aspects. : i 
The resort of San Martino di Castrozza vies 
with Cortina d’Ampezzo. Here, too, we find 
fir-tree woods covering the sloping, smooth 
sides of mountain walls warmed by the sun, 
and high slender rocks. A ‘winding road 
descends in the Val Canale alongside the 
torrent of Cismon; here’ we meet the first 
chestnut trees, then walnut trees among corn- 
fields, announcing the warmer- climate of 
Fiera di Primiero. 


BOLZANO 


Bolzano, the chief town and the business 
centre of the Dolomites, is the meeting place 
of mountain-climbers and visitors from all 
parts of the world. The town is favoured 
both by its nearness to the mountains and the 
mildness of its climate. From here one can 
admire the high snowy peaks in the distance, 
dominating a green valley cultivated with 
vineyards. It is, indeed, a land on which 
nature has bestowed generously its precious 
gifts. Bolzano. itself is a very picturesque 
town, with an old cathedral dating back to 
the fifteenth century, narrow porticoed streets, 
and a market place displaying fragrant fruits 
and exquisite vegetables grown in this region, 
while the graceful costumes of the Tyrolese 
people add a special charm. 

Neat and trim villages dot the surrounding 
pastures, where a rich vegetation covers the 
earth, ranging from the tropical palm to 
Alpine fir-trees. No one could dream of a 
better place and a more enjoyable atmosphere 
for a long and pleasant rest. , i 


THE DOLOMITES’ ROAD 


The *‘ Dolomites’ Road” is undoubtedly 
the most marvellous road in the world. 
Others may be more impressive, ascend to 
higher altitudes, and dominate more 
glaciers, but none can rival it for magnifi- 
cence, picturesqueness and variety. It is 
over a hundred kilometres long, and it does 
not make one feel that obsession which at 
the sight of other peaks, like Mont Blanc 
and the Jungfrau, for instance, leads very 
soon to an impression of stifling and oppres- 
sion. 

At every corner and on every turning the 
scenery changes. ‘The peaks rise as if un- 
expectedly, with rocks having a singular 
degree of sharpness and strange shapes, out- 
lined against the blue sky, which they divide 
in clearly-cut lines. One is reminded of tHe 
fantastic battlements of dismantled citadels 
imagined in dreams. Their limestone walls, 
yellow and red, with the whiteness of the 
snow, the blue of the sky, and the green of 
the meadows and the fir trees,form most 
wonderful contrasts of colouring. And how 
can one describe the changing effects of light 
on all the peaks at dawn, noon, dusk, and 
during moonlit nights? 'The sunsets have a 
sac Bha that no pen or brush can portray. 
It sometimes happens that an hour after the 
sun has set some of the peaks will suddenly 
become luminous with a glare similar to 
that from molten steel, _antd there is no 
stranger or more impressive spectacle than 
that of these mountains suddenly set on fire 
in the night... i 

As regards the road itself, it is a marvel 
of daring in its conception and execution. 
Nowhere is touring better organised than in 
this region of the Dolomites. Thanks to 
the motor “bus services, it is possible in the 
course of a day to cross in comfort the 
hundred kilometres separating Bolzano from 
Cortina d'Ampezzo. | 

Shorty after leaving Bolzano the road 
crosses the Isarco and enters the splendid 
gorges of porphyry in the Valley of Ega, 
whjch are considered among the finest in 


Rear Dolomites, on account of their 


— 


the world. . A vertiginous succession of pro- | 


trees and firs. -After crossing the forest of 
Latemar, one is unexpectedly’ surprised to see 
the small lake of Carezza, the waters of which 
reflect the colours of the grass, sky and rocks 
with an iridescence having all the shades of 
the rainbow. Few sites are more romantic, 
and yet, by a strange contrast, one of the 
finest hotels in Italy, and perhaps in the 
world, is to be found here. Five hundred 
guests can find accommodation in it and get 
as good food as that obtainable in the hest 
restaurants of Rome and Milan. ‘The road 
now rises over the Passo di Carezza between 
the massive walls of the Latemar and the 
Catinaccio, then it descends rapidly down to 
the Valley of Fassa. The imposing peaks of 
the Sella group loom large on the horizon. 


Cortina that does not pass through Carezza 
is met, the road again ascends towards the 
high mountain necks that open the way to 
the heart of the Dolomites. 


VALLEY OF THE AVISIO 


The pleasant valley of the Avisio is then 
reached, and the bright’ villages of Pozza, 
Pera and Campitello are crossed. From 
Canazei, with the overhanging sharp peaks 
of the Sassolungo, resembling gigantic fingers 
threatening heaven, the road ascends in wide 
curves through pine woods and pastures to 
the rugged Pordoi between the enormous 
rocks of the Sella, and the lower ranges of 
the Marmolada towering like a soversign in 
the centre of a huge group of peaks that 
dominates it, with its. 3,544 metres. A 
mountain lake, its waters of a deep blue, is 
so well placed among the fi” trees and the 
rocks that it looks as if it had been. put. 
there on purpose to complete the beauty of 
the landscape. On the pass itself, which is 


rare to find snow as late as the month of 
August. 
The road now descends through the green 
valley of the Cordevole that has its source 
here, an idyllic corner, where the meadows 
during the short months of the short moun< 
tain summer are covered with innumerable 
flowers, forming an immense multi-coloured 
carpet. 
owards Arabba the road, which for some 
kilometres is almost level, is hung, as it 
were, on the side of the mountain, above the 
Cordevole that rushes along in the bottom of 
wild gorges. Beyond Pieve di Livinallongo 
and Andraz, the horizon appears as if closed 
by the enormous mass of the Tofane. 
By means of daring turnings, the road 
rises to the Passo di Falzarego, which is 
as high as the -Pordoi, and from it is seen 
one of the most magnificent mountain views 
in Europe. 
CINQUE TORRI 

The strangely shaped Cinque Torri, 1% 
sembling in effects the ruins,of an old diss 
mantled feudal castle, lift their fantastie 
outlines to heaven, and the high Tofana, 


always visible from everywhere, rise high 
above the fir trees and the mountain ranges, 


The road now goes down, sometimes 
through woods and sometimes. through 
forest glades, until it reaches’ the 


green plateau of Pocol, which is  pro- 
longed in an eminence around the flanks of 
which the road turns, as if it were a gigantio 
snake. ‘The view of the peaks that rise all 
around is really most impressive. 

One’s eyes embrace the snow-covéred 
pyramid of the Antelao, the peaks of the 
Cadini and Sorapis, the bright sides of the 
Cristallo, and the huge mass of the Tofane, 
Further on there is the graceful Nuvolao cona 
trasting with the formidable barrier of the 
Pomagragnon. And suddenly one is struck 
with admiration, as, unexpectedly, round a 
turning, the Val d’Ampezzo.comes into view, 
surrounded by the marvellous girdle of 
mountains, and in the centre, lit by the 
golden light of the waning sun, there is 
Cortina, the incomparable Cortina, framed 
with the emeralds of her meadows and the 
rubies and topazes of her roks.
